Assistant Attorney General 
George W. McGurn, legal chief 
for the Illinois Toll Highway 
Commission, testified the call 
was initiated by Lake County 
Judge Minard Hulse during a 
pre-trial conference in a con- 
demnation proceeding against 
10.2 acres Tieken owned. The 
land was wanted by the state 
for highway purposes. 
Previous negotiations for the 
land had been marked by po- 
litical pressures brought by 
Tieken and William W. 
(Smokey) Downey, administra- 
tive assistant to Gov. William 
G. Stratton, McGurn said. But 
the pressures had failed to 
bring results, he testified, until 
Judge Hulse’s call. He said 
the call led to approval of | 
the price boost by Edwin A. 
Rosenstone, executive director | 
of the Department of Public 
Works and Buildings. 
‘A Friend in Washington.’ 
McGurn swore that Downey 
interceded twice for Tieken in 
the land negotiations at the 
request of “a friend in Wash- 
ington.” He said he could only 
guess who the 


to speculate on the friend's 
identity for the committee's 
benefit. 

Downey later took the stand 
and identified the friend as 
Ben Regan of Chic _ presi- 
dent of Nationwide F Serv- 
ice, which operates the United 


States Senate restaurant here. | 


Downey said Regan had asked 
him about the Tieken condem- 
nation case. 

The committee is seeking to 
determine whether Tieken used 
his subpena powers for per- 
sonal financial gain. Tieken, 
federal prosecutor at Chicago, 
ordered federal grand jury 
subpenas last January to four 
Illinois state officials while he 
was dickering with the state 
for sale of his land. 

In his testimony, MeGurn 
freely referred to “improprie- 
ties and pressures” by Tieken 
to obtain the higher price for 
his land. The pressures had no 


effect on the position taken by | 


the Toll Highway commission, 
he added. 

The commission and state, 
which were buying right-of- 
way jointly, offered $24,500 for 
the land. Tieken was demand- 
ing 34,500. 

First Call From Downey. 

McGurn testified Downey 
first telephoned him last No- 
vember “to discuss the Tieken 
acquisitions” and that Downey 
was told Tieken had received 
his final offer. 

“Smoky said, ‘That’s all I 
want to know; forget it,” Mc- 
Gurn related. 

Downey called again last Jan. 
7, McGurn said, and requested 
that McGurn get in touch with 
the Department of Works and 
Buildings. McGurn was re- 
quested to tell the department 
to increase its bid for the Tie- 
ken property.

tokens, a revised student pass 
system and higher fares for 
some other types of service. 
The commission estimated the 
changes would increase the 
company’s gross operating rev- 
enues by $1,693,000 annually. 
‘Disappointing,’ Malloy Says. 

The commission decision was 
termed “disappointing” by 
Walter T. Malloy, St. Louis 
director of public utilities. The 
increases sought by the transit 
firm were opposed by the city, 
St. Louis county and a num- 
ber of county municipalities at 
hearings last spring. 

“We are sorry to see any in- 
crease in fares,” Malloy stated. 
“It is good for the city to keep 
people on busses and streetcars 
and out of automobiles. An in- 
crease in fares is not the way 
to accomplish this.” 

A similar view was expressed 
by Frank L. Martini, chairman 
of the County Council. He said: 
“SWver-increasing fares are driv- 
ing riders away from the pub- 
lic transit system. It appears 
that all the Public Service Co. 
has to do is go before the com- 
mission each year and it gains 
approval for increased fares 
and decreased service.” 

Both city and county officials 
said the commission order 
would be studied to determine 
whether a rehearing should be 
sought or other action taken.

Baine said the company will 
make a renewed effort to have 
the city waive collection of 
about $45,000 annually in gross 
receipts taxes from sale of 
passes to school students.

T HE DEMOCRATS ARE NOT accepting Sherman Adams’s

that he could have thought he was in Bernard Goldfine’s per- 
sonal apartment in the Sheraton-Plaza when he occupied dif- 
ferent suites on different’ occasions. 


Second, he conceded that he 
called Edward F. Howrey, 
chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission, on a matter that 
concerned Goldfine, and while 
it is accepted here that Adams 
did not request any favors for 
Goldfine, Washington has the 
impression that the mere fact 
of a telephone call from 
Adams to any member of the 
Administration carries great 
influence.

Perhaps the main reason 
why the Democrats are after 
him, however, is that, more 
than almost any other Admin- 
istration figure, he has been 
proclaiming the need for a néw 
ethic in the Government serv- 
ice.

‘People Were Disgusted.’ 

After the first Eisenhower 
‘victory, he explained the de- 
feat of the Democrats in these 
terms:

They Were sick and tired of 
reading in the papers every 
day about some mischievous 
rascal trying to steal the gold 
out of Fort Knox. The people 
want Ike to clean up the Gov- 
ernment—to make it a govern- 
ment of which they ‘can be 
proud.

Tribute to Books 


Not by Half a Loaf 

Although President Eisenhower has lost 
his battle in the House for his version of the 
Defense Department reorganization 
there is every reason for him to make an 
even stronger fight in the Senate for this 
measure which is so vital to the nation’s 
security. 

The Senators who are against the measure 
or are undecided should reconsider. They 
should ask .themselves why the President, 
his Secretary of Defense, Neil McElroy, and 
an able advisory committee of long-experi- 
enced military.men and prominent civilians, 
have put up such a hard fight for the original 
program when they could have accepted .the 
House version—which rejected only three of 
the original proposals—and saved face to a 
large extent. 

The House committee, which displayed un- 
usual hostility until almost the end of the 
hearing, finally gave ground and conceded 
the following points: (1) strengthening of 
the unified command system; (2) streamlin- 
ing of the command channels; (3) centralizing 
of research and development; (4) strengthen- 
ing of the Joint Chiefs of Staff system so it 
could better function as a strategic planning 
and operational command structure; (5) en- 
larging of the Joint Staff from 210 officers 
to 400; (6) clarifying of the power of the 
Secretary of Defense to assign future weap- 
ons systems to the individual services. 

* ° . 


But the Vinson committee threw out three 
proposals which would have gone a long way 
toward giving the Defense Department the 
full unification that it so badly needs. It re- 
fused to give the Secretary of Defense com- 
plete administrative control over the services, 
stipulating that they shall be separately or- 
ganized and that control shall be exercised 
through the respective service secretaries. 

It refused to remove the specific author- 
ization for either a service Secretary or a 
Joint Chief of Staff to use his own initiative 
and present his recommendations on any- 
thing to Congress. This, as the President well 
expressed it, is an open invitation to “‘legal- 
ized insubordination.” It is far different from 
the right and duty of any person to express 
his opinion when called before a Congres- 
sional committee. No one should confuse 
this right with an out-and-out sanction that 
could result in command anarchy.

The committee was particularly adamant 
on refusing the Secretary of Defense power 
to transfer military functions among the serv- 
ices. It did this by providing, in effect, that 
the President could not veto any congres- 
sional move to knock out service function 
transfers. Why should Congress have this 
extraordinary power, meaning that it need 
summon only a bare majority to impose its 
will? In other legislation, a two-thirds vote 
is required to override the President. Why 
not in defense matters as well? 

What does not seem to have been realized 
is that the revolutionary new weapons, par- 
ticularly the nuclear and the electronic, have 
made it imperative that our Defense Depart- 
ment be so streamlined and compact that it 
can act with the utmost speed to meet any 
emergency. That is why President Eisen- 
hower cannot be centent to accept a half loaf 
instead of a whole one. 

That is why President Eisenhower is mak- 
ing such a determined fight for his program 
as-he and his advisers originally formulated 
it. Imjts entirety it is a defense program 
geared to the most important military fact 
of today—in an emergency there can be no 
time for inefficiency, confusion or délay. 


W hat to Do About Kiel 


Complaints against the seating arrange 
ments in the Kiel Auditorium Convention 
Hall at-the Moiseyey Dance Company’s per- 
formance were numerous and bitter and just- 
ly so. Many of those seated in the main 
floor section could see only part of the stage 
action at any given time and could never see 
the dancers’ feet. Opera patrons were quite 
as badly situated so far as vision was con- 
cerned, though they were partly compensated 
in being able to hear the singers. 

What this plainly suggests is that the Con- 
vention Hall does not offer proper facilities 
for spectacles of this kind, A series of seat- 
ing platforms, each slightly inclined and ris- 
ing in height from front to rear, would reme- 
dy the situation in part. Without such im- 
provements the Convention Hall is obviously 
unsuitable for opera, ballet or any. kind of 
theatrical attraction where a reasonably clear 
view of the stage is essential to enjoyment, 

The only authority that can undertake this 
improvement is the city. Perhaps a begin- 
ning might be made by estimating the cost 
and then determining whether part of the 
rentals, which otherwise will be lost, can be 
oe to pay for the necessary material and 
abor, 


Note on Contemporary. Oratory 
The. baccalaureate pulpit and the com-

No Place for Personal Gain 


While all public officials are obligated to 
conduct themselves in an honest and upright 
manner, a special responsibility rests on a 
United States Attorney when he deals with a 
grand jury and federal subpenas. This is 
why the light of publicity is beating down 
just now on Robert Tieken, United States At- 
torney for Northern Illinois. 

Mr. Tieken has testified in Washington be- 
fore a House Judiciary subcommittee which 
is looking into charges that “because of per- 
sonal considerations he used his grand jury 
investigation authority to conduct fishing 
expeditions.” 

The. United States Attorney owned land at 
Libertyville which the Illinois Toll Road Com- 
mission desired for turnpike use. After the 
issuance of subpenas against four toll road of- 
ficials in a federal inquiry, Mr. Tieken was 
paid $34,500 for the land, $10,000 higher than 
the commission’s original offer for the 10.2 
acres. Immediately after the settlement the 
grand jury subpenas were withdrawn. 

If there was no connection between these 
developments, there was certainly a notable 
coincidence. The senior Republican on the 
subcommittee, Congressman Keating of New 
York, said that “because of the serious charges 
this hearing is fully warranted.” The sub- 
committee should keep on the trail until 
it is satisfied it has all the facts. 


‘Prosperity Is Indivisible’ 


The continued health of the Western econo- 
mies was,the most important topic raised by 
Prime Minister Macmillan in his talks with 
President Eisenhower. This also was.what he 
emphasized in Greencastle, in Baltimore and 
at the Washington Press Club. Relations with 
Russia dominate Western diplomacy, but he 
stressed the economic rather than the mili- 
tary’since Russian ideology counts on an eco- 
nomic triumph rather than a military one. 

. More specifically, Mr. Macmillan was con- 
cerned with having enough gold and Ameri- 
can dollars in the bank to finance interna- 
tional commerce and internal development, 


especially in the less fully developed coun- “ ™* 


tries. For the British in particular this means 
adequate backing for sterling, which finances 
almost half of the world’s trade, There is.no 


‘immediate crisis, but the-spread of the Amer- 


ican recession or some other weakening of 
confidence could force governments to pro- 
tect their reserves by restrictions which would 
have an adverse effect on commerce. 

Some Americafis—notably Adlai Stevenson 
and Senator Mike Mansfield—also have been 
stressing the importance of bolstering this 
economic cushion. 

This could be done in several ways; through 
the International Monetary Fund, the Export- 
Import Bank or even the new international 
bank favored by Senator Mansfield. 

At Greencastle Mr. Macmillan said: “Two 
things are true which we have not yet learned. 
First, prosperity, like peace, is indivisible; 
secondly, there are too many artificial bar- 
riers to the free flow of money and trade 
in the free world.” Amerieans may cite 
the Marshall Plan as evidence that they are 
indeed aware of these facts of international 
life. New measures to insure international 
liquidity, however, would go a long way 
prove that the lesson is being learned--or

UP, FIRST TIME 
GHT MONTHS 


WASHINGTON, June 13 
(AP)—The Federal Rerserve 
Board announced today that 
May brought the first upturn 
in industrial production since 
June of last year. 

“Economie activity firmed 
in May following eight months 
of decline,” the board reported 
in its monthly summary of 
business conditions. 

The index of industrial pro- 
duction moved up one point 
from April to 127 per cent of 
the 1947-49 average. It still 
was 18 points below the level 
of last August and 20 points 
below the record high of De- 
cember 1956. 


The board’s summary sug- 
gested that the May improve- 
ment in business activity has 
continued in early June. It 
said: 

“Industrial production, em- 
ployment and incomes edged 
up, and retail sales were main- 
tained. 


“Unemployment declined 
more than seasonally. 


Bank Credit Expands. 


“From early May to early 
June, average wholesale prices 
of industrial commodities were 
stable, while prices of farm 
products declined. Total bank 
credit continued to ex- 
pand....” 


The board’s closely watched 
index is a measure of the 
physical outputs of mines, mills 
and factories. It began to slip 
a year and a half ago, well in 
advance of other economic 
barometers. 


The slight recovery in May 


automo- 


levels earlier this year. Steel 
ingot production climbed from 
80 per cent of the 1947-49 level 
in April to 89 per cent in May, 
and to 106 per cent in early 
June. 


Automobile production, ad- 
justed for seasonal trends, 
climbed about one-fifth in May 
to 96 per cent of the 1947-49 
average and has remained close 
to this higher level in eafly 
June. Activity in the aircraft 
and industries has continued 
stable, the board said.

“Our business community 
recognizes our potential for in- 
dustrial production and for 
construction in the near future 
to surpass all previous records, 
and tremendous expansion in 
our economy is expected,” he 
said.

NEW YORK, N.Y.—Double- 
edged federal tax policies that 
favor home ownership and dis- 
criminate against families that 


ie rent to the tune of about $1,- 


000,000,000 a year are seriously 
aggravating the slum growth 
and urban decay that are 
spreading over many USS. 
cities, Architectural Forum 
magazine charges in its June 
issue, out this week. 

Until this situation is 
changed, the magazine adds, 
our cities “can legitimately 
claim that they deserve, if any- 
thing, an increase, rather than 
a reduction, in federal] aid for 
their renewal programs.” 

One of the greatest factors 
that discourages the construc- 
tion of urban rental housing, 


= Forum declares, “is the two- 


way spread between the tax de- 
ductibility privileges available 
to home owners and the direct 
taxes on landlords’ profits’— 
which rental families really 
must pay, indirectly, as part of 
their rent. “In this tax abyss,” 
Forum estimates, ‘tne penaity 


fe on the rental family may easily 
=. range from 33 per cent to 66 


per cent or greater above 
home-ownership costs for com- 
parable housing.” 


To obtain some idea of how 
much of the average family’s 
rent may ultimately go to the 
U.S. Treasury, the magazine 
queried dozens of apartment 
owners and managers in fif- 
teen citiés. Naturally,. every 
property had a different fed-' 
eral tax status, depending on 
the depreciation allowable, and 
the tax bracket of the corpor- 
ate, individual or partnership 
ownership, Nevertheless, this 


aT te 


random sampling, when ad- 
justed on a “per room” basis, 
showed that sample rents for 
four-room apartments in New 
York included instances in 
which the actual federal taxes 
last year ranged from $72 to as 
high as $400. Similarly, the 
magazine reports, the federal 
tax bite on a group of sample 
Chicago rents ranged from 
$170 to $265 a year; U.S. tax 
loads discovered in St. Louis 
were $135, in San Francisco 
$480, in Detroit $324. 


Home Owners, Instead, 


In contrast to these consider- 
able tax burdens that home- 
owning families do not have to 
match in any way, the maga- 
zine also shows the value of 
federal income tax deductions 
granted to home owners when 
they are allowed to exclude 
their interest and rea] estate 
tax payments from their tax- 
able income. In the case of a 
home owner in the 30 per cent 
a whose interest and real 
estate taxes are $938 a year, 
for example his federal taxes 
are actually reduced $281. 


Although interest and real 
estate taxes on rental proper- 
ties must be absorbed, as a 
rule, by the tenant, the maga- 
zine points out, rental families 
are denied any deductibility 
privilege comparable to that 
given to home owners. As a 
rough measure of the extent of 
this tax discrimination against 
the nation’s rental families, 
Forum cites an estimate by, 
Louis Winnick, economic con- 
sultant for ACTION (the Amer- 
ican Council to Improve Our 
Neighborhoods), of the amount 
of revenue the Treasury might 
sacrifice if equitable and simi- 
lar tax-deduction privileges 
were extended to renters. Win- 
nick’s estimate: up to $1,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

In recommending close _ re- 
examination of the extent to 
which this interplay of federal 
tax and housing policies con- 
spires against healthy urban 
growth and maintenance, 
Forum says: 

“Most post-war housing has 
gone up in the suburbs, and 
virtually no new urban quar- 
ters have been built for mid- 
dle-income families. High land 
values and rising building costs 
in the cities are frequently 
blamed for the great post-war 
migration to suburbia. But, 
surprisingly, hardly anyone has 
blamed the exodus from the 
cities_on taxes, or has stopped 
to ask how well it may serve 
the total community interest to 
promote, through discrimina- 
tory tax policies, the reloca- 
tion of the great bulk of the 
nation's middle-income fami-

ial home ownership tax exemp- 
tions. And, in the several 
‘homestead law’ states there is 
further avowed, wundisguised 
tax discrimination against 
rental housing, in the tax ex- 
emption accorded to home own- 
ership.”

Wearing an average size, in the past I’ve been 
deluged with styles from which to choose. This year I do 
not eare for the prevailing trend whith means my choice 
has been limited. Their very. efficiency has spoiled me. 


Also, while there are round toed shoes Avail- 
able, they are not the cute high style ones and 
when you like fashion you don’t like to be out of 
style. I find women who do net like the chemise 
are belligerently defensive—it looks awful, they 
won't wear it—yet at the same time, they’re wist- 
fully unhappy about not owning the latest thing. 
It worries them and women have enough te worry 
about nowadays what with surviving the atomic 
age and the kids’ summer vacation.

TV Portrait of Anguish 
NEW YORK, June 13. 


“THE MEMBER OF THE.WEDDING,” the Carson Mc- 
Cullers study of an adolescent girl, received a thoughtful 
and painstaking production last night on the DuPont Show 
of the Moth over CBS-TV. 

In her work Miss McCullers has fashioned a delicate 
portrait of the hours of anguish that mark the passage from 
adolescence to womanhood. More than a play it is a sus- 
tained mood piece in which the wild flights of tomboyish 
fancy are mixed with moments of deep soul-searchirig. 


Last night’s telecast, produced by David Suss- 
kind, effectively suggested, the complexity ‘of the 
girls’ character but the quality of beauty did not 
shine through toe quite the desired extent. It was 
a consistently interesting revival yet somehow it 
was only intermittently heart rending. It was re- 
warding to be a spectator but one still could have 
wished te have been more a participant. 


Collin Wilcox, winner of a Clarence Derwent award, 
played the part of Frankie. It is one of the more exacting 
roles in the modern theater, involving all the vast range of 
moods common to adolescence, and Miss Wilcox applied 
herself to her assignment with great intensity. The scenes 
of hysteria, dream fantasy and rebellion were highlighted 
by extraordinary physical agility. It was the sequences 
calling for tenderness and poignancy that perhaps needed 
better delineation. 


Claudia MeNeil portrayed the rolé of the 
Negro cook in the Georgia family. She sang the 
number, “For His Eye Ie On the Sparrow and I 
Knows He Thinks of Me,” most touchingly. But the 
compassionate dominance and spirit of a substitute 
mother tended to escape her. Young Dennis Koh- 
ler played the boy who lives next door. 


Robert Mulligan directed with more emphasis on In- 
ventiveness than interpretation. One wished that he might 
have stood off a bit further from the stage and allowed the 
over-all mood to prevail. Technically, he could not be 
faulted but it could be wished that somehow he had man- 
aged to inject a greater feeling of warmth.

The New Films 


The Rene Clair Touch 


RENE CLAIR, France's most famous director, has 
eome up with another extraordinary picture, “GATES OF 
PARIS,” now at the APOLLO THEATER. Taking some 
‘denizens of a shanty town at the edge of Paris, he has in 
his script and direction given us a skilled 
blend of gentle humor, poignancy and hu- 
man yearning which is as glowing and ap- 
pealing a work as has come out of France 
in recent years. 

He has a comedian of great skill and 
subtlety in Pierre Brasseur. M. Brasseur 
plays a thick-set, dim-witted, kindly slob 
who in a great wave of drunken inspiration decides that 
he has been too selfish, that he must do more for his fel- 
low man. Under the bumbling antics of this character 
Juju, pathos always lurks close to the surface. His heart 
is bigger than his brain, and he seems stumbling about in 
a world with which he cannot quite cope because he is too 
tender. 

He first decides he will do something for his friend, 
The Artist (Georges Brassens), another inhabitant of a 
shabby, dawdling world which reminds me of Steinbeck’s 
Cannery Row. The Artist has proven his undying com- 
radeship by giving Juju the last drink out of the bottle. 
As The Artist’s idea of a heaven of luxury is pate de fois 
gras, Juju produces him a dozen cans of it, by the simplest 
method—stealing them from a grocer’s shelves. 


A killer (Henri Vidal? escapes a police dragnet and 
hides in the cellar of The Artist's shack. Juju’s heart 
goes out to this man in trouble and he and The Artist do 
everything for him, getting him medicine, food, whisky, 
cigarettes, and his wardrobe of clothes. The.more cantan- 
kerous and demanding he is, the more they become his 
vassals. Juju is saddened when the gangster even takes 
over Juju’s girl (Dany Carrel) the local barmaid, but his 
determination to be a man of good will surmounts even 
that. But when the fugitive seduces the girl, gets her 
to steal a lot of money for him from her father’s pub, and 
then callously prepares to cast her aside, that is too much 
even for Juju’'s loving soul. 

There are some masterful comic touches, such as the 
efforts of Juju and The Artist to appear casual and un- 
concerned when they slip through the police net to get the 
fugitive’s wardrobe—they prowl about like spies in a 
burlesque melodrama.. But through all the scenes runs 
a compassion for these funny humans which gives this 
comedy a warm and tender luminosity. 


Family Tensions 


“HOT SPELL,” at the ST. LOUIS, is so well directed 
by Daniel Mann, and so beautifully acted by Shirley Booth, 
Anthony Quinn, Shirley MacLaine, Earl Holliman, Eileen 
Kieckart and. Clint Kimbrough, that it seems almost a 
good play. 

It is good, to a point. To the point of 
being a realistic, acrid slice of life about 
a tense situation in a family in a small 
Louisiana town, so true in its drabness 
and vital in its strength as to be almost 
depressing at times. Each of the char- 
acters in the unhappy, mixed-up Duval 
family stands out vividly in his frustrations and gropings. 
They seem real, but pitiable rather than tragic. For James 
Poe's screenplay from a play by Lonnie Coleman gives 
them no stature. The ending fails to give the dramatic 
uplift meaty, naturalistic drama like this needs. 

The death of the crass, selfish father, determined to 
find a new youth in an affair with a 19-year-old girl, is 
@ordid and shocking enough. When he leaves his family 
and starts off to Florida with the girl, their necking in the 
car causes it to go off the road, killing them both. Out 
of this, the family is supposed to find regeneration. The 
fat, fatuous, garrulous Mrs. Duval realizes her dreams of 
finding contentment by going back to the backroads ham- 
let where they started were all an illusion, that she must 
make her way on her own. To me, it merely left the whole 
mess unresolved. 


But the film is full of arresting scenes, quivering with 
intensity. The role of Mrs. Duval is done perfectly by 
Miss Booth as she tries to shed a complacent Pollyanish 
glow over the tensions of the family which are boiling 
to the surface. There are several fine scenes in which 
Mr. Quinn as Duval demonstrates his tremendous force, 
range and subtlety as an actor—a casual correcting of his 
elder son (Mr. Holliman) which rises slowly to a white- 
hot quarrel; his fumbling attempts to get through to his 
younger son (Mr. Kimbrough), during a pool game, his 
discontent with his life and his urge to find fulfillment 
at any cost; and casually cruel leave-taking of his pleading 
solicitous wife. It isn’t all on the dark side. There is a 
scene in which Miss Heckart, as a hep neighbor, tries to 
teach Mrs. Duval a new personality which will win back 
her husband. This is a minor masterpiece of cleverly 
drawn comeay. 

No. it isn’t another ‘Death of a Salesman,” 
lot of it is worth your while, 


High School Dope Addicts 


‘HIGH SCHOOL CONFIDENTIAL,” at LOEW’S 
STATE, is supposed to be based on‘an incident in the 
eareer of “Texas Joe” Foster, a young Houston police- 
man who was loaned out to the Texas Rangers and Federal 
Narcotics Bureau for undercover work. 
He posed as a tough hoodlum-student at 
a Wichita Falls high school and in three 
months uncovered a ring selling mari- 
juana to students, resulting in the con* 
victions of 28 pushers and two suppliers. 

However, the picture itself, as directed 
by Jack Arnold, seems so bizarre and over- 
done that it never conveys any sense of reality, as did, for 
instance, “Blackboard Jungle,” to which it might be com- 
pared. It has an air of shallow sensationalism and no human 
balance. Almost all the students shown seem to be jive- 
spouting rock-n-follers—crazy man, crazy—mature gang- 
gters, marijuana puffers or even heroin addicts, and little 
attempt is made to recognize them as human beings. 

Tamblyn is convincing enough as the tough, glib and 
arrogant newcomer who takes over the high school, making 
bold passes at his pretty teacher (Jan Sterling) and mock- 
fng the principal. John Drew Barrymore (used to be called 
John, Jr.) is all right as a leading student tough. But the 
rest of the acting is strictly routine, including that of 
Mamie Van Doren as a sexy creature ambiguously described 
as Russ’s “aunt,” Jackie Coogan as the No. 1 dope racke- 
teer (who would have thought that cute little Kid would 
ikave ended up this way) and Ray Anthony as a gangster.

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Sebago Club Quitting—Means End of an Era 


; Hundreds of Children’ From 


Prominent St. Louis Families Attended in Its 35-Year History 


MAKE-BELIEVE WAS ALWAYS AN IMPORTANT PART OF CLUB ACTIVITIES,

“IT’S JUST the end of the 
story, that’s all,” L. Matthews 
Werner said. 


The story which is ending is 
Sebago Club, the work and play 
group for children which Matt 
Werner and his wife, Margaret 
Steele Werner, have operated 
for 35 years. 


Sebago, with its tree houses, 
its dammed-up streams, its 
giant slide, its busses named 
Battle Ship and Peanut Roast- 
er, is part and parcel of child- 
hood memories for many St. 
Louisans. They will find it 
hard to believe it will soon be 
no more. 


Officially, Sebago comes to 
an end next June, 1959, when 
the Werners move themselves 
and their other activity, a 
school. for disturbed children, 
to Cocoanut Grove, Fla. The 
school will be the Werners ma- 
jor work. Camp Ironwood, 
which they operate at Harrison, 
Me., has been curtailed in size, 
and Sebago will start its final 
year this fall. 


Sebago’s property on Warson 
road was sold several years ago 
and since then the club has 
“gypsied around,” as it did in 
its early days in the 1920s. 
Like the century, the Werners 
were also in their 20s then and 
looking back, they sometimes 
wonder at the fearlessness 
which led them into such an 
ambitious project. 


The name “Sebago” is the 
Penobscot Indiana word mean- 
ing “beautiful water,” and it 
was from Sebago Lake, 
Me., where he camped as 
a youngster that Werner took 
the name for his club. The 
Maine club was operated by 
A. E. Hamilton, son of Dr. 
Luther Halsey Gulick, foun- 
der of the physical depart- 
ment of the Y.M.C.A. and 
creator of the famous “Y” 
triangle. Werner met Ham- 
ilton at Interlochen School, 
Rolling Prairie, Ind., and 
when he was 20 he became 
a counselor at the camp. 


“I was deeply impressed 
with Hamilton’s work, not just 
the physical effort but the 
quality of spiritual life and his 
efforts to guide youthful per- 
sonality,” Werner recalled. 
“When camp was over that 
summer, I was restless and 
wanted to take something of 
camp life back to the city.” 

With Hamilton’s help, he 
transplanted camp to New 
Rochelle, N.Y., and started an 
after-school camp for boys 
there. In 1923 he returned to 
St. Louis to do the same thing. 
He thought he might augment 
it with a camp for girls, too. 

Wives have long memories. 
Mrs. Werner recalls that Matt's 
father, Percy Werner, a lawyer, 
said to his son, “You don’t 
often listen to me but I know 
the cirl to help you.” The gir] 
was Margaret Steele who was 
taking the lawyer’s class in 
legal ethics at college but also 
had worked as playground in- 
structor and city supervisor of 
dancing. 


“He introduced us over the 
phone,” Mrs. Werner recalled, 
“and I told him I couldn’t pos- 
sibly be interested because I 
was going to become a lawyer. 
Then we met and that changed 
all my plans.” 

Sebago held its first meeting 
in the fall of 1923, unfortunate- 
ly on the same day as the first 
big air show at Lambert Field, 
but the crowd, though small, 
was enthusiastic. One mother 
rose to her feet to start the en- 
rollments and Leo Drey be-

“We started it but what

“We 
found a rough site on Warson 
road. We held a meeting and 
I told them why we preferred 
this cheap place with board 
cabins left over from a rock 
quarry. We wanted-the chil- 
dren to have the experience of 
creating their own quarters, 
building tree houses. The 
mothers accepted it, but we al- 
ways had the controversy be- 
tween fancy surroundings and 
roughing it.”

It was the policy of Sebagé 
to let youngsters sound off 
and Werner heard him out. He 
explained they didn’t have a 
baseball diamond because most 
of the kids were too busy doing 
things like building tree houses. 
But, he said, since baseball was 
important to him, he'd recruit 
a team and they'd fix up a 


place. They did so. Several 
weeks went by. One day Wer- 
ner hunted the boy up and

“We had the most dammed 
creeks in the country,” Mrs.

Timetables for Satellites

Russian satellites now whirling 
around the earth. 

From then on, whenever a 
satellite speeds. over your 
house, you'll know when to 
step outdoors and see it. 

The timetables will repre- 
sent a lot of work. Every day 
they will be distributed by the 
Civil Air Patrol throughout the 
country to scientists and the 
géneral public. No longer will 
volunteers in Moonwatch sta- 
tions miss proper observations 
because of lack of information. 

The Smithsonian Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory began correlat- 
ing satellite information many 
months ago. When the first
